In the Northern aud 
Central States some forcing process 
must be resorted to, such as the use of 
hot-bed or greeii-housc in which 
plants can be greatly advanced by the 
time it is safe to transplant in the 
open ground. Those who cannot avail 
themselves of the means mentioned 
may gain the same results from very 
iplc and inexpensive methods. For 
instance, a sufficiedt number of plants 
of many varieties can be forced sev- 
wceks by having the seed in 
boxes placed indoors where the light 
free access, as in kitchen or sit- 
<£ri£',rfbm windows. Or, when there 
furnace in one's cellar, the south 
and east windows therein afford a 
good place for tho boxes, vhich ought 
to bo filled with rich soil. Tho un- 
irtain Spring weather, with its un- 
expected and oftentimes late frosts, 
emphasize the importance of some oi 
the forcing methods by w hich plants 
ifour choicer vegetables can be ob- 
ainedln advance of the natural sea- 
ion. As many of the plants arc all the 
nore vigorous for transplanting, the 
"orciug-plan affords a two-fold benefit.

Tho California method of drying 
prunes produces a lighter colored fruit 
than that dried by the French method, 
but gives a more highly flavored prod- 
The natural color is better pre- 
served. Uoth systems are used in this 
State ; a prune wliieh cannot be dis- 
tinguished from tho French article 
lade. The steam-heat process aud 
cooked-fruit flavor, docs not seem, to 
the best growers, desirable, nor de- 
ded by the public. W. Hi Aiken, 
of Wrights, one of the best prune- 
growers of the State, says that the fruit 
should bo ripe enough to fall easily. 
Dip into boiling mixture of one pound 
lye to ten gallons of water, anc 
cald and crack the skins. Dip in 



When dry but not hard, put in covered 
to "sweat." Dip for two minutes 
in boiling water; dry and pack up- 
market. He adds, "The California 
i-dricd pruno is dolicious when 
ived, while tho French, being al- 
dy cooked, tastes well before stew- 
ing, but is more insipid afterwards.' 
Prunes are usually graded by a ma- 
chine before they are dried. The fine 
finishing, or "gloss" varies with differ- 
ent growers. Some expose to steam, 



Some use hot-sugar syrup, some dip in 
boiled prune-juice. The most preva- 
lent practice, however, is to use hot 
water, with pure glycerine, one pound 
to twenty gallons, for a "gloss." In 
the California methods the saving of 
labor is manifest.

"Yes, sh-," said the old gray haired 
gentleman who runs up and down the 
elevator shaft in the bur Equitable 
building, "I've been a great traveler 
in my day, and I've seen some stn 
sights and got used to the upe 
downs— that old Joke of my bush 
I've boen driving elevators for about 
ton years.
